FIND THE FORGER 



The weather is a bit too pleasant for any kind 
of hard work. You are reading the fishing 
items in the local newspaper. You glance at 
your watch. If you hurry, you can make the 
DORTUM, your favorite fishing boat. Then 
you recheck your list of appointments. Not a 
single one for today. Lucky or unlucky? Who 
knows? 

Just then your private secretary comes intp 
the office. You are about to tell her to take 
the day off when she gets the first word. 

"There's a Mr. Howard Peterson in the 
waiting room. He says it is important and 
wants to see you at once." 

So that's the end of any fishing. You give the 
nod and two minutes later he's seated in a chair 
next to your desk. He is well built, has broad 
shoulders, and looks like a college man. He 
doesn't even ask you your rates right at the start. 

"1 want you to do some investigating for me," 
he begins. "1 am in the importing business. We 
import products from England and France. 
Novelty items which we sell wholesale through- 
out the United States. 1 think something is 
wrong and J want you to find out for me." 

So far you know nothing. Apparently he 
finds it hard to come to the point. Must have 
taken a lot of thinking to decide to visit you. 

"Not sure what it is," he continues. "But 1 
Aink somebody is forging a few checks with 
my name to them. You find out and if you get 
^e person, then let me know. I will decide 
what to do." 

You shake your head. He's going to get a 
surprise of his life. 

"Under the law if I find evidence a crime has 
been committed then the proper authorities 
must be notified. I haven't any choice in the 
matter; The suppression of the fact that a crime 
has been committed is in itself a violation of 
our penal code." 

This he didn't expect. He has to make a 
decision. So he stalls for time. 

"Tell me something about how these forgers 
work," he asks. 



"Sure/* you reply. "Most of our business is 
done today with checks. In one year alone, half 
a billion in bad chedcs made this type of crime 
big business. You have to dbdnguish between 
a forged check and a worthless ohhc. In the 
worthless check, the person uses has or her 
correct name. No altetiMfon is made on the 
check. It bounces back for two reasons: Either 
there is no such account, or not enough funds 
to back it up. In a forged diedc, the forger 
alters it with a fraudulent intent. Widi it he 
is going to get cash, goods, or both. 

You can divide forgers into two groups: 'The 
small time boy and the Wg time boy. What's 
the basic difference? The small time boy keeps 
the amounts low on the check — usually under 
a hundred bucks. Sad to relate, he knows that 
most of these checks ate not reported to the 
proper law authorities. About half of these 
people have no previous police record. The big 
time boy is a fast moving operator. He's out for 
big stakes. If necessary he'll cover the country 
and try to be one step ahead of the law. 

Can you fit the big time boy into a pattern? 
Yes, within limitations: He is well dressed and 
can speak pleasantly. Not too outstanding be- 
cause that would leave a very clear picture of 
him in the victim's mind. He has brains, may 
even be well educated, and rarely carries a 
weapon on his person. He prefers to use his 
wits to get him out of a tight spot. Often he 
will try to make restitution so that the matter 
will be dropped. Tragic as it may be, a lot of 
these fellows could make a good living in an 
honest way. 

Well, why do they turn to forgery? You 
would have to get the cothplete answer from 
the psychologist, criminologist, psychiatrist, and 
the boys in the Fraud Bureau. The desire for big 
and easy money; gambling debts and the con- 
tinued desire to gamble; dope; out of work; 
trouble with the family; conflicts; and the hu- 
man ego. Somehow, they begin to feel they ate 
the "cream, of die crop in crime". To keep the 



leeotds sam^st, ^hese forgers are also known 
as penmen, paperiiangers and artists. 

It's because we know the limited ways in 
which di^ wo>rk that we are able finally to 
catch up with a lot of them. After all, where 
can he cash a check? At the bank, department 
store, railroad and airline ticket offices, hotels, 
night clubs, and within varying degrees — the 
local merchants. 

Some of these big boys make a complete 
study of their victims so as to know the best 
time to try to pass a forged check. Ihey know 
k is easier to do diis when the bank tellers or 
businessmen are rushed and time is a ^uaUe 
asset. The evenii^ of the coming holiday, late 
on a busy night, or check cashing day, which is 
the first or middle of the month. 

How does he get checks? You can buy 
blank checks in a stationary supply store. Or 
you can go up when the teller is busy and 
casually remark, "I need a filler for my pocket 
check book." Or a casing job may be done fay 
&e for^r. This is what he does: Gets into an 
office. He asks for a person who isn't there and 
then quickly notices the location of the check 
book and checkwriter. Then during the eve- 
ning he enters the office. How? By taking a key 
from the k^ rack; by making a wax impression; 
or getting die aid of a crooked key man. Once 
inside he goes for the check book and takes only 
a few out, either from the middle or best bet — 
a section from the back. He then uses the 
checkwriter to fiil in the amount. Here's sound 
advice for every businessman: Keep that check 
book and checkwriter in your safe. 

If the forger can get business cards and a 
sample of ^e signature of the president or 
secretary of the firm, he's ready to go into ac- 
tion. He forges the name and goes to the bank. 
If the bank teller goes for the phone to call up, 
this is Ae crucial point: To flee or not to flee? 
Out comes that business card with a sly remark, 
"The phone number is CH-7-89752." This sort 
or embarasses the bank teller and he cashes 
tbe check. 

Alexander Tliiel, one of -die big boys, used 
file above technique to get his checks and signa- 
tures. However^ the check stealing may be done 
fev a former employee who thinks it is "easy" 
to be a forger. There is anodier way in which 
"sigaatures" can be obtained. Some people have 
their bank statements mailed to them. If in an 
apartment house, there are the mail boxes which 
generally are located in the back of the building. 
The forger lifts the envelope and carefully 
opens k. He wants ea> know the bank balance 



and how the ^gnatiue looks. Bsdt ^ goes into 

the mail box. Then he gets a chedc from die 
same bank. What a shocker when this chedc 
gets into next momh's statement! Best advice: 
Get down to that mail box whenever you ex- 
pect your statement. Just as the mailman leaves 
is the best time. 

If there are a group of forgers uflng a rii^ 
to get rid of the dtiecks, then they may actually 
use a print shop and make their own checks. 
These would be on leading banks and widi fic- 
titious business company headings. We have had 
forgers who have set up fictitious business com- 
panies. The dealings are a l»t complicated but 
generally follow this pattern: The bank is going 
to be the victim. Several fictitious business com- 
panies may be used so checks go from one ac- 
count to anodier. Cash deposits and good 
checks are used at first and dien forged checks 
of a large amount on odier banks. Once cleared 
they are deposited in the victim bank. Then out 
goes a big check to be cashed which is done 
because there is now "cash" in the account. And 
the forger is on hi^ way to another city. 

Of course, he leaves b^ind a good descrip- 
tion of himself. And soon die nation wide hunt 
is on for him as well as for the other forgers. 
In a big city you have the Fraud Bureau of the 
Police Department; you may even have a For- 
gery unit. The State has its officials and law 
men. There is the Postal Inspectors, F.B.I,, U.S. 
Secret Service, and vuious banking groups and 
private investigators, all may be at work on get- 
ting "their man." 

The "Crime Lab" also plays an important 
part in the handling of a suspected forged check. 
A stereoptic microscope gives a better way of 
checking the handwriting than the magnifying 
glass. It is possible to check the depth and pres- 
sure of the strokes. With the Ultra-Violet Lamp 
there can be detected any chemical altwations, 
erasures, or even a difference in the paper or 
ink. By use of Micro-Photographic Apparatus 
there can be set up a file of micro-films so that 
forged (hecks can be clasnfied." 

There is a little less tension now on die face 
of Mr. Howard Peterson. Maybe what you told 
him went in one ear and out of the other. Any- 
way, he has come to a decision. 

"They say let the diips fall where they will 
So I would appreciate it veiy much if you would 
take this case. If there is a guilty person, then 
he should be punished. Now we can discuss 
the fee and any other details needed."
